CLEVELAND, March 21.—it has been demon- 
strated many times in the past that the work- 
ingmen, who make so much ado through dema- 
gogical leaders about governing themselves and 
organizing parties ot their own, do not in re- 
ality have the proper coherence to make their 
movements successful. Just sO soon as one 
party gets well under way and begins to show 
some indications of strength, another springs 
forth from its vitals and so completely criples it 
that there is no danger experienced to the old 
organizations from its existence. This was 
especially noticeable in the campaign here last 
fall, but there has an illustration just come to 
light in this State which is even more remarka- 
ble. 

Ever since the Communistic blow-out at 
Toledo a few weeks since the Nationals have 
been busily at work according to the plan then 
adopted, and have done a large amount of or- 
ganizing. They have held all their meetings in 
the most secret manner, every member being 
sworn to sustain only the National candidates, 
come what may. They have a constitution, to 
the support of which every man who is ad- 
mitted to their secret lodges is swWorn. If it 
should so happen that any candidate upon the 
straight ticket is obnoxious to the voter, he is 
at liberty to ecratch that name, but cannot, un- 
der the most terrible penalties, insert another 
name in its place. It ia, in other words, Na- 
tionalism or nothing.“ What is taught in the 
secret lodges of these Communists can only be 
imagined from what is taucht out of them. 

At a public meeting recently which I attended 
for a short time the following line of argument 
was pursued by the speaker, a machinist, who 
took a large part in the strike last summer upon 
the Lake Shore Railroad, and who was dis- 
charged therefor by the Company. He said: 
With greenbacks we may expect to have all 
our rights and better times and good pay. The 
trouble is now there is not enough money.

ANDERSON. 


The Text of the Louisiana Supreme Court's 
Decision. 
Dispatch to New York Sun. 

New Orveans, March 19.—I send herewith 
the text of the Supreme Court’s decision in the 
Anderson case, with the exception of those parts 
which are uaimportant. 

On the prisoner’s objection that the forged 
document was not a public record, the Court 


held as follows: 

The offense charged in the information is utter- 
ing and publishing as true a certain altered public 
record as to the returns from the Parish of Vernon, 
as shown by the original returns of said election 
made dy the Supervisor of Election. Whenever 
forgery of an instrument or the uttering of a forged 
instrument is charged, and the instrument has a 
legal definition and meaning,—that is to say, has 
certain characteristics or qualities imparted to it 
by law, —it is not needful to set it forth in tne in- 
formation with minute precision, because the gen- 
eral or legal term by which it is known sufficiently 
designates the kind of instrument meant. Thus. a 
bond or will ie an instrument known tothe law 
and the law dictates what shall be known and hel 
to bea bond ora will. But when a statute pro- 
vides for an instrument not known to the law hith- 
erto, or, in other words, creates and impresses 
upon it certain features peculiar to itself, forgery 
cannot be committed by making a false statutory 
one ina form not provided by the statate. or 
though it be so like the genuine one as to deceive 
most persons; and the uttering of such false and 
altered instrument would not be punished. 

Under our statute itis only necessary to set out 
the r of any instrument, or to designate it by 
a name, if itis usually known by one, in an in- 
dictment for forging, uttering, and so forth: but in 
order to be fo 1 instrument thus set out 
and charged to feloniously made must be of 
such character that, if genuine, it woula be evi- 
dence of the fact it recites, The instrument must 
be such that when forged it does or may tend to 

rejudice the rights of another; or, as put by 

ishop, it must either appear on its face or it must, 
in fact, be one which, if true, would be legally 
capable of effecting a fraud. 
he instrument charged in the amended infor- 
mation ag having been falsely uttered is the con- 
solidated statement of votes in the Parish of 
Vernon made by the Supervisor of Registration. 
The statute nowhere gives this consoli- 
dated statement any efliciency or value as en- 
dence of the result of the election: nor does it 
anywhere direct or vermit it to be used 
as a means of ascertaining such result. 
The returning officers are not required to use it, 
The instruments or documents they are required 
to canvass are the original returns of the Commis- 
sioners, and from them, and them alone, they 
must compile the vote. This consolidated state- 
ment of the Supervisor of Registration is of so lit- 
tle acconnt that its preservation among the 
archives of cither parish or State is not command- 
ed. The Clerk of the Court is not furnished with a 
duplicate, as he is with a duplicate of the Cbm- 
missioners’ returns. There is no officer who is 
authorized by law to give a certified copy of it for 
the use evidence or for any other use. The 
Clerk is directed to certify it as correct, and this 
appears to have been required so that it may be 
known to conform to the duplicate list of Commis- 
sioners’ returns in hie office; and, after it is so 
certified, | the Supervisor transmits it to the return- 
ing officers along with the original returns sent him 
by the Commissioners; and from the latter alone 
they compile the vote. ; 

If the Supervisors of Registration of every par- 
ish in the State should alter and forge every con- 
solidated statement of votes made by each one 
respectively, and transmit them thus altered and 
forged to the returning officers, and if these offi- 
cers should canvass and compile the votes, as the 
statute requires, not from these consoliaated state- 
meuts, but from the unaltered Commissioners’ re- 
turns, no injury would be suffered by any individ- 
ual or by the body politic. The Supervisor's con- 
solidated statement is not made by the statute the 
basis of the final canvass and compilation of the 
vote, as the original returns of the Commissioners 
are; and hence the alteration and forgery of all of 
them, the returns of the Commissioners remaining 
unaltered, would not change the result of the elec- 
tion in any parish. 

To constitute forgery, the forged instrument 
must be one which, if genuine, may injure anoth- 
er; and this must appear either from the descrip- 
tion of the instrument or by the average of matter 
allunde therefrom. For aught that appears in the 
information, the instrument was a nudum pactum, 
or of no effect. Forgery cannot be predicated of 
it. and the same principie of course applies to the 
uttering of a forged instrument. It is unnecessary 
for us to say whether consolidated returns of 
the Su isor of Registration without the Clerk's 
certificate is or is not a public record susceptible of 
forgery. It is sufficient to remark that the paper 
offered m evidence is not the instrument the utter- 
ance of which as forged is charged upon the de- 
fendant. 

After conviction a motion in arrest of judgment 
was it was not charged in the in- 
formation, either in its original form or as amend- 
ed, that the utterihe or publishing of the alleged 
altered or forged instrument was done by the de- 
fendant in any official capacity, either as one of 
the return officers, or in any capacity other 
than as an individ and that such offenses 
could only have been committed in an 
official capacity to operate an injury to or fraud 
upon any person or bod litic. It is evident that 
tne uttering and publis by a private person, 
or bya blic capacity other than

Of dead cattle there were received 25, of dead 
sheep 304, and of dead hogs 748. Of crippled 
cattle there were 26, of crippled sheep 197, and 
of cripplea hogs 926, making in all 1,077 dead 
animals and 1,149 crippled ones. 

There are but two ways by which the meat of 
sick and crippled stock can. be put into the mar- 
ket for table use. One way is by —— — the 
Cattle Inspector, bribing him to pass the stock 
as all right, and the ot by the selling of the 
meat to the retail dealers by those who make a 
business of buying dead, and crippled stock 
after it has been condemned.

ACONCAGUA, 

It appears by the reports presented at the re- 
cent meeting in New York of the American 
Geographical Society, that the resuit of the re- 
cent geographical exploration and measure- 
ment of the mountains of South America shows 


(what was already known) that Aconcagua is 
the highest summit of the Andes. This giant 
peak, the loftiest mouatain of America, is in 
the Andes of Chili, about 100 miles east of Val- 
paraiso, and nearly in latitude 32 deg. 30 min. 
south. Its actual hightis not positively and 
accurately known, but the measurements made 
by M. Pissis and subsequent scientists make it 
certain that the elevation is between 2, 
400 and 23,900 fees above the waters 
of the sea. The French explorer made 
it 22,422, or four miles and 1,802 feet 
over, which would be 998 feet higher than the 
snowy summit of Chimborazo, as Humboldt 


measured the latter, when in 1802 the great Ger- 
man made his famous ascent of that mountain, 
with Bonpland, to a hight of 19,286 feet. Acon- 
cagua, seen from the Chilian seaport of Valpa- 
raiso, is shown only as a peak towering above 
the other hights of the Andes, at a distance of a 
bundred miles or more inland, toward the sun- 
rise. From the seait presenta, at a much longer 
range, a grand spectacle; but it ie ouly from 
the east—from the upper country of La Plata, 
in the Argentine Confederation—that the vast 
hight of this mountain monarch, towcring to 
the skies, is seen to the fullest advantage. From 
the town or city of Mendoza, fifty miles east of 
the mountain, the view must be as grand as that 
of any mountain on earth; for, owing to forbid- 
ding conditions, the highest mountains of the 
globe (in the Himalaya range of the East 
Indies and Thibet) are not seen to 
the best advantage from any accessi- 
ble point of view yet attained. Aconcagua 
bas been called an extinc: volcano; but the best 
examinations yet made of its summit do not ap- 
pear to bear out that idea. The recent observa- 
tions, referred to on Wednesday at the meeting 
of the Geographical Socety, make the bight of 
the Chilian mountain . feet, and “ prob- 
ably“ over that re, At 19,000 feet Humboldt 
found it hard to breath: and his strength fail- 
ing him. Mr. E. G. Squier, the explorer of the 
mountains of the old Peruvian Incas, experi- 

enced similar sensations at an elevation of 16,- 

000 feet, and his native um panion dropped from 
his horse, bleeding at mse, ears, and eyes. From 
the sea Chimborazo tsually presents a finer 
spectacle than Aconcarua. The elevation of 
Mexico’s highest mowmtain—Popocatepetl, or 
“smoking mountain’’—4g nearly 5,000 feet less 

than that of the Chilian peak, and Mt. Shasta 
and Mt. Hood fall short to about the same 
figure. Pike’s Peak is about 9,000 fect lower 
than Aconcagua.

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Greenbacks at the New: York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday closed at 98}. 


The two men charged with the terrible 
triple murder at Wheeling, W. Va., which 
was described in our dispatches yesterday, 
have an excellent prospect of paying the 
penalty of their crime before the sun rises 
this morning. At midnight crowds were 
gathering, and it seemed certain that the 
men would be taken out and hanged. 


A murder trial of uncommon interest in 
that part of the State 1 in progress at 
Waukegan, III., where Jonx Davison stands 
charged with the killing of Perzn Ronxnr- 
son, an old and wealthy citizen of Lake 
County. The tragedy grew out of an old 
difficulty about the opening of a road 
through Davison’s farm, and an intense de- 
gree of feeling and interest has been excited 
in connection with the trial. 


A Catholic priest, with the medieval name 
of Buastus Pistorius, was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree, upon a second 
trial, at Philadelphia yesterday. The re- 
ligious troubles in-Germany some years ago 
involved him to such an extent that he 
thought it safest to fly to America. Arrived 
in Pennsylvania, at the farm-house of his 
brother, he took sides in a petty feud exist- 
ing between his brother and a neighbor, 
and, in an altercation, shot and killed the 
neighbor. There were peculiar circum- 
stances surrounding the act, somewhat sim- 
ilar to those alleged in mitigation of the 
homicide committed by Davison, now on 
trial at Waukegan.

Srantzy Marruerws had something to say 
on the timber-stealing question in the Senate 
yesterday which was quite to the point. He 

7 that the assailants of Secretary 
Sonunz would do better to expend their 
eloquence in advocating the repeal of the 
law which prohibits the wholesale robbery of 
the Government’s timber-covered domain 
than in abusing the Secretary for faithfully 
executing the law as it stands. But it takes 
a little more moral courage to openly urge 
the removal of all protection of the property 
of the Government against the inroads of 
thieves than to assail a Department officer on 
account of cases of individual hardship and 
persecution which never occurred.

convince Congress of the imperative duty of 
hurrying up the work. In this instance time 
is money, and true economy can best be en- 
forced by promptly appropriating the money 
necessary to put the building in readiness 
for occupation and use. 


O’Lzary, the Chicago pedestrian, is at- 
tracting a large share of the world’s atten- 
tion by his magnificent display of speed and 
endurance in the great tournament now in 
progress in London. While his other com- 
petitors have availed themselves of the 
privilege of varying their gait by occasional 
runs, skips, etc., the Chicago man has 
been guilty of no such foolishness, 
but has kept up that wonderful 
springy step which has made him famous as 
a model for walkers, and at the end of nine- 
ty-six hours from the time the tournament 
began he had walked 373 miles, an average 
of nearly four miles an hour, including the 
time spent in rest and sleep. The contest 
closes to-morrow night at 12 o’clock, and 
O’Lzary’s victory over all his competitors 
seems to be assured. 


An extract is printed from an editorial in a 
late number of the London News,—a journal 
scarcely second to the London Times in char- 
acter and influence,—in which it is candidly 
admitted that the United States Government 
is not responsible for the statement made in 
foreign prospectuses that the bonds sold 
there would be redeemed in gold. The News 
thinks the Remonetization act was unwise, 
as, of course, most of the English press pro- 
fess to think, but adds: We are bound to 
say that, if the United States Congress takes 
a different view of the matter, there is still 
no case of repudiation against them.” The 
News goes even further than this, and, after 
noting that this country has the same right 
exercised by other countries to change its 
standard of values within certain limits, it 
continues that, looking at the way in which 
gold has been rising in value of late years, 
we cannot say that in substituting a double 
standard instead of a single one of gold, 
Americans have no excuse for thinking that 
what they do merely prevents the overpay- 
ment of the creditors.” That is it, precisely, 
with the addition that the American people 
had the more right to this opinion, inasmuch 
as they had never agreed or intended at any 
time to pay the debt in gold alone. 


RESUMPTION OF SPECIE-PAYMENTS. 

The conference between Secretary Sxen- 
man and the Senate Finance Committee led 
toa very thorough discussion of the Re- 
sumption question, and we think a careful 
consideration of that discussion will con- 
vince every one that practical resumption on 
the Ist of January next will be a much easier 
matter than the majority of people have sup- 
posed, and that it will enlarge the stock of 
money and promote general confidence, to 
the infinite relief of the whole country. The 
question has assumed an entirely different 
aspect since the passage of the Remonoctiza- 
tion act. The difference is just this: -Ona 
single gold basis it was necessary to con- 
template an attempt at resumption with a 
limited and inadequate specie cyrrency ; this 
was a circumstance sure to arouse a general 
suspicion of failure, and there would have 
been a rush for gold and subsequent hoard- 
ing thereof in anticipation of a renewed sus- 
pension and a consequent decline in 
value of the United Stafes notes. With silver 
as well as gold as the basis of resump- 
tion, there can be no reasonable doubt as 
to a sufficiency for specie payments, there 
will be general confidence ir the accomplish- 
ment of the effort, the people will have no 
disposition to make a frantic rush on the 
Treasury for redemption of greenbacks in 
specie, and the specie will not be hoarded at 
the loss of interest when there is no prospect 
of its having a special value over the na- 
tional currency. Secretary Sxerman virtu- 
ally admitted this distinction between re- 
sumption now and before, though he did not 
say it in so many words, 

Secretary SuHzrman made it very evident, 
we think, that all circumstances have a 
tendency to shape themselves in favor of 
resumption. As to the actual specie reserve 
which may be accumulated, it is evident 
that the authority of the Resumption law, 
as it stands, will enable the Government to 
acquire about $140,000,000 by Jan. 1 next, 
without doing any injury to the business of 
the country. There will then be a re- 
demption fund of more than one-third 
the outstanding Government notes. Such 
a reserve has been regarded as ample 
for a private banking business conducted 
on principles calculated to inspire public con- 
fidence, and there is no reason to doubt its 
adequacy in the hands of the Government 
with vast resources and an irreproachable 
credit that can command money at the very 
lowest rates of interest. The greenbacks 
will still retain their character as legal-ten- 
ders, if reissued, and will still constitute the 
redemption fund for the National Banks; 
and the free circulation of gold and silver, 
when resumption shall once be recognized as 
a fait accompli, will speedily enable the banks 
to provide themselves with an adequate spe- 
cie reserve, the accumulation of which they 
have already begun to a considerable extent, 

There are several circumstances which Sec: 


to permanent resumption. One is the sale of 4 
per cent bonds for greenbacks, authority for 
which has already been given by the Senate 
and only needs the concurrence of the House, 
which will scarcely be withheld. The Gov- 
ernment can make such sales with profit, 
for, with the proceeds thereof, it can 
buy gold at the cost of 1 per cent where- 
with to redeem outstanding 6 per cents sub- 
ject to call, thus saving 2 per cent interest 
perannum. The influence of this procedure 
upon resumption would consist in the ten- 
dency to equalize the value of coin and 
greenbacks by enabling the sale of bonds, 
interest and principal payable in coin, for 
greenbacks at par. The return of bonds 
from Europe to this country, which has 
been held up by the goldites as threatening 
dire disaster, will also operate, Secretary 
Suerman admits, in favor of easy and per- 
manent resumption, as the payment of the 
coin interest at home will maintain the stock 
of coin in this conntry, which will not then 
be hoarded, but come into general use for 
interest or investment. After the sale of 4 
per cent 2 for greenbacks shall have 
continued a few months, the 

further recommends as a measure — 
culated to equalize greenbacks and coin 
that the former be made receivable 
for duties. Such a measure would, 
of course, be unwise if resumption were to 
be indefinitely postponed, and the distinction 
between coin and Government notes were to 
be maintained; but the receipt of green- 


retary Suzrman thinks can be made auxiliary 


backs for duties, which form the fund for 
the payment of interest in coin, would be an 
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authority for the maintenance of the green- 
back issue to the amount of $300,000,000, 
and this suggestion is worthy of serious con- 
sideration. On the one hand, it would 
quiet the apprehension of those who 
think resumption will necessarily re- 
sult in a disastrous contraction of 
the currency of the country, for 
the reissue of any greenbacks redeemed at 
the Treasury in specie would give the coun- 
try the specie, the greenbacks, and all the 
National Bank notes demanded by business, 
all of which would circulate side by side. 
On the other hand, it would remove the 
necessity contemplated by some of the re- 
sumptionists of redeeming the whole stock 
of greenbacks at a fixed date, leaving the 
National Banks and all other institutions and 
people to do the same. The theory is that 
Government notes shall be kept out perma- 
nently and steadily to the amount of $300,- 
000,000, and that the Government shall 
maintain a coin reserve of one-third that 
amount for redemption purposes. 

There is little doubt that the co-operation 
of all the auxiliaries to resumption that have 
been named with the encouragement of 
proper legislation (or even non-legislation 
perhaps) will make resumption a fixed fact 
even before the date named in the law. In 
contemplation of this strong probability, 
Secretary SHERMAN was warranted in saying 
that to go backward over all of this long, 
weary agony and struggle toward resumption 
would be a sign of national weakness and do 
the nation great harm, do our credit harm, 
and bring injury on us all. Those who be- 
lieve that the distress of hard times can only 
be relieved by an enlargement of the stock 
of money should now join the ranks of those 
who demand resumption, for it is resump- 
tion alone that can add gold and silver to 
our paper currency; a further postpone- 
ment of resumption will again widen the 
difference between specie and greenbacks, 
and leave the business of the country on the 
basis of greenbacks alone, with no enlarge- 
ment of the volume thereof, but with a de- 
cided decline in their purchasing value, 
amounting in point of fact to so much con- 
traction. ‘ 


CANDIDATES FUR ALDERMEN. 

The nominations for Aldermen made by 
what are known as the local organizations of 
the Democratic party are, we confess, most 
discouraging. They are discouraging be- 
cause they promise, if successful, to reduce 
the Board of Aldermen below any grade of 
respectability heretofore existing in that 
body. All can recall the days when the 
famous *‘19”—a majority of the Board— 
was as openly for sale as are horses at the 
horse market, and the coming Council, if 
made up of men such as have been nomi- 
nated by the Democratic ward organizations, 
promises to gestore that mode and character 
of City Government. We are not disposed to 
hold the mass of citizens who call them- 
selves Democrats responsible for these 
nominations. We suppose that the major- 
ity of citizens of all parties desire an 
honest City Government, and are equally 
interested in an economical administration 
of public affairs, but the nomination of 
these candidates leaves them no alternative 
but to vote for such men or vote for the 
men nominated on the other side. Right 
here arises a serious difficulty. The nomina- 
tion of a number of disreputable and im- 
proper candidates on one side is a strong 
encouragement for the same class of persons 
to have themselves nominated by the other 
party. The men who seek offices for which 
they are not competent are not confined to 
any one organization. If there were ten 
organizations in the city, each could turn out 
eighteen candidates for Aldermen, and no 
man of mere human capacity could 
distinguish which of the lot was the least 
disreputable, unfit, and incompetent. When- 
ever either party nominates a first-class man 
for a local office, it, to some extent, compels 
the adve.se party to put up a candidate 
equally free of objectionable qualities; and 
so, when one party names a bummer ora 
trader, the trader or the bummer on the 
other side puts himself forward. The result 
is the election of the class of men who too 
often make up the Oity Councils in the 
larger cities. Among those nominated for 
Aldermen by the Democratic ward meetings 
may be found several of the men who fig- 
nred in the hold-over Council of 1873-’6, and 
who were only ejected by the moral revolu- 
tion of the outraged and indignant citizens 
two years ago. There is a class of men who, 
when not holding office as Aldermen or 
County Cominissio:ers, are employed as bar- 
keepers or dvorkeepers to concert-saloons, 
and who turn up as candidates for any office 
that may have to be filled. This year pre- 
sents a large crop of this class of office- 
seekers. 

We not only ask what the Democratic 
voters of the city intend to do about this 
business, but what the Republicans and citi- 
zens generally intend todo. Is the election 
of the new City Council to go by default? 
Is the City Government to be given over to 
the control of the mob, and is the general 
crash, and disaster, and suspension, so much 
dreaded, to be precipitated by the election of 
a City Council of the character foreshadowed 
by the Democratic nominations ? 

This is no trifling matter. There is no 
room for indifference, and it will not do to 
assume that “‘ things will take care of them- 
selves.” The condition of the City Govern- 
ment is hopeless enough even with a Council 
composed of the best of citizens. What will 
it be with a City Council com posed of men 
who seek places in that body for plunder; 
to sell their votes to contractors, and to vote 
any expenditure for which they may be paid ? 
There is no use in mincing words about this 
matter. That that is the purpose, and the 
sole purpose, for which these men seek 
places in the City Council is notorious and 
is not di Are the people of this city 
prepared to“ submit to this kind of rule? 
Will they idly permit these men to be elected 
Aldermen without an effort to prevent the 
calamitous disgrace ? 

The Republicans have yet to make their 
nominations. While national politics are of 
very little consequence in municipal affairs, 
party organizations afford the best way to 
bring forward candidates. When the candi. 
dates on both sides for Aldermen are repu- 
table citizens, voters can follow their per- 
sonal and political choice without injury ; but 
when there is a choice between men because 
of their character for honesty, fitness, expe- 
rience, and general qualifications, then mere 
party nominations should have little weight.

And, if nomi- 
nated,fcan they not be elected? Certainly 
there are voters enough in the city able, will- 
ing, and anxious to elect citizens, 
and can these not be united in a determina- 
tion to preserve what little is left of Munic- 
ipal Government from utter wreck and ruin? 
We appeal, therefore, to the Republicans to 
do their duty to the city in making selec- 
tions. Let them merit success by the char- 
acter of their candidates, and trust confid- 
ingly in the intelligence and patriotism of 
the public generally for the election of those 
best fitted for the places.

AN ANTI-SILVER CIRCULAR. 

A correspondent in Wisconsin sends us & 
printed copy of a business circular issued by 
a firm of metal dealers in New York City. 
The circular is remarkable particularly for 
its ignorance, its bad grammar, and its cool 
impudence, We give two paragraphs from 
this document, which read: 


The Silver bill, in its original intention, contem- 
— buying the bonanza silver production, coin- 
it, and compelling the people of these States 

and others to receive it at a forced valuation; 
guaranteeing thereby the silver producer against 
all the results of an enormously increasing vro- 
duction, and in the magnificent wealth and power 


which he now ses. 
During the War the creation and issues of cur- 


rency were made by the Government for the pay- 
ment of its war expenses—the material of war, its 
armies and navies—but now, in peace, with limited 
and contracting wants, the creation of thousands 
of millions of silver coins or greenbacks would 
cause them to lay idle in the Government vaults, 
unless the public got another war for the Gov- 
ernment to n thie money for, or unless it 
beneficently distributed it to the general public 
without consideration, or return, or security. For 
all having security can now get any quantity of 
circulating medium at a very moderate interest. 
It is true the lay brethren of life—the socially 
lame, halt, and blind, the tramp and the Com- 
munist, are not able at present to get at the 
medium, but perhape a little more legislation 
will disturb it more to their satisfaction. 


This is but a sample of the means resorted 
to by the New York dealers to influence pub- 
lic sentiment throughout the country. The 
fact that this kind of stuff is sent out indi- 
cates that the writers really believe the peo- 
ple of the West are as ignorant as it is the 
custom in New York torepresent them to be. 

The statement that the Silver bill had for 
its original purpose the purchase of the prod- 
uct of the silver mines, and compelling the 
people to receive it at a forced valuation, is a 
feeble repetition of nonsense published in 
the New York papers, but which an intelli- 
gent merchant should feel ashamed to see in 
print over his own signature. 

The Free Coinage bill allowed any holder 
of silver bullion to deposit the same with the 
mint, and to receive the same when coined, 
upon paying the cost of coining. The bill 
as passed authorizes the coinage of silver 
dollars to the full capacity of the mint; and 
as the amount possible to be coined 
in either case is precisely the same, 
we do not understand how the owners of 
silver bullion could be benefited in the one 
case any more than in the other. We know 
of no law in this country that can compel 
any man to sell his labor or his goods for 
silver, gold, or paper at a forced valua- 
tion,” or at any valuation that he does not 
choose to accept. The Government now 
coins silver, and with silver coin purchases 
other silver bullion, which is in turn coined ; 
but in this there is no compulsion upon any 
person to take silver coin at a forced valua- 
tion. If the bullion deposited by private 
persons was coined and delivered to them, 
there is no law by which they could purchase 
any more metal or other property with it than 
they could purchase with the gold or green- 
backs for which they might sell their silver 
bullion. The objection to the coinage of 
„thousands of millions of silver coins,” 
which would lie idle in the Government 
vaults,” is one of those brainless declarations 
which brainless individuals make without 
having any idea of what they are trying to 
say. We do not know that the Government 
could be placed in a better condition than to 
have some thousands of millions of silver 
dollars on hand in the Treasury vaults. A 
tax-plundered and oppressed people would 
rejoice in the situation. This intelligentiron- 
monger of Pearl street would probably have 
the “creation” or the coinage of metallic 
money limited, just as the manufacturers of 
pig-iron would be gladto have the produc- 
tion of that metal limited to the demands of 
the home market. Asa literary as well as a 
scientific production, this circular is worthy 
of preservation, marking as it does the prog- 
ress of culture and knowledge in the metal 
trade of New York City. 


ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC ABSURDITY. 

The bill introduced in Congress by Mr. 
Goong, of Virginia, to authorize the Govern- 
ment to embark in the life-insurance busi- 
ness, and take risks upon the lives of a 
certain class of its servants, is in keeping 
with the general sentiment of the Demo- 
cratic Reformers. The bill would be a sur- 
prising one, if the majority of people had 
not ceased to be surprised at anything 
Democratic ingenuity can suggest. If the 
Public Treasury can be depleted for the bene- 
fit of Southerners who lost their mules and 
peanuts during the War, if the Government 
can undertake to improve all the property of 
farmers on the Mississippi River, and if it 
can go into the business of circulating news- 
papers, of course there is nothing in the 
Constitution or the laws to prevent it from 
setting up in the life-insurance business, is- 
suing policies to the few or to the multitude, 
and closing up business eventually with a 
grand collapse, after the manner of the 
Royal Anglo-Bengalee and several others 
conducted here at home by managers more 
real than Th Montague. 

Mr. Goopr’s bill purports to be for the 
benefit of those who go down to the sea in 
ships that belong to the Government, and 
authorizes the Secretaries of the Navy and 
of the Treasury to open up the life-insurance 
business in Washington, probably under the 


firm name of Messrs. Taomrson & SHERMAN, 


as agents for the Government. It provides 
that any officer of the navy or of the marine 
corps, possessing the requisite physical 
diagnosis, may take out a policy in any 
amount not exceeding $25,000. The Secre- 
tary issues the policy at a premium which is 
determined by ascertaining the death-rate 
for the several ages between 18 and 75 years, 
after the manner of so many other insurance 
companies now rotting on the sands. Tb<® 
will be no doubt that fhe premiums -A be 
paid, because the Paymasters val reserve 
them quarterly out of office pay, though 
there is no condition that she tax shall be re- 
duced if the pay is redaced. As the Democrats 
love neither the army nor the navy, a redue- 
tion of pay is not an impossibility, in which 
case the tax would be an onerous one. Offi- 
cers can choose whether to take out a paid- 
up policy or one on the yearly-paymest 
plan, which shows that the Governmer is 
determined not to be outdone in courtey by 
the companies that doa general boéness, 
but do not carry the Star-Spangled Banner at 
the fore. The Government is alsr to agree 
to make no special charges for dangerous 
service, which is gratuitous kindness, since 
it is impossible to conceive upon what dan- 
gerous errand our fleet of tube could be sent. 
It is also provided that no policy shall be in- 
validated by the suicide of the holder, in

would differ from other corporations, in 
which the policy-holder is usually invalidated 
by the suicide of the company. Lastly, offi- 
cers who resign can keep up their policy by 
keeping up the premiums, which shows that 
we live under a truly paternal Government, 
that will look after its servants so long as 
the servant does not let his premium lapse. 

The. most remarkable feature of this bill 
is the discrimination it makes. If the Gov- 
ernment is going into the insurance business, 
why should it select a few officers of the 
navy who have nothing to do and live to 
great old age, and of the marine corps, who 
never die, but dry up and blow away, and 
leave the crews without this inestimable 
blessing? If it is going to insure naval 
officers, why not army officers? Why con- 
fine its favors to the aristocratic branch of 
the service? And if to army officers, why 


official heads are off? This beinga Govern- 
ment of, for, and by the people, what right 
has a gilt-edged Admiral or high-toned Com- 
modore to step into Tigg Montague’s office 
and take precedence of the lowly letter-car- 
rier who does more and better work in a year 
than an Admiral, although the etiquette of 
the area and the lamp-post is not so elegant 
or exacting as that of the quarter-deck? Re- 
ducing the matter to first principles, if the 
Government is going into the life-insurance 
business for the benefit of the Commodores, 
why not let the whole people who employ 
and pay the Commodores have the advan- 
tage of it also? As the people just now have 
a great deal of confidence in life-insurance 
companies, they would undoubtedly rush 
enthusiastically to the Government concern, 
and business would speedily boom along so 
merrily that in a short time it could follow 
the precedents of the private corporations 
and smash. What the office itself would not 
be able to accomplish in that direction 
would be supplied by the rings, jobbers, 
agents, doctors, actuaries, and the rest of the 
retinue incidental to the business. Serious- 
ly, members of Congress ought to know that 
the only insurance the peaple desire at the 
hands of the Government is the insurance of 
good government, economy, wise legislation, 
and prompt execution of laws. If the Com- 
modores want to insure their lives, there are 
private corporations yet doing business who 
can accommodate them. The Goons bill is 
a bad bill. It has neither the advantage of 
constitutionality nor expediency. 


REDUCING THE SCHOOL-EXPENSES. 

The Board of Education seems disposed 
to distribute the loss of revenue resulting 
from the 15 per cent reduction of the school- 
appropriations through all departments 
equally. With this object in view, the 
Special Committee appointed to consider 
the subject has recommended (1) that Prin- 
cipals be required to devote two-thirds of 
their time to the instruction of classes; 
(2) that the general school year be shortened 
one week, and the high-school year two 
weeks. No better plan than this could be 
devised if the main object were the equal 
distribution of the loss among teachers. But 
the question to be considered is whether 
such a distribution will tend most to secure 
the efficiency of the schools and promote the 
interests of the people. There is no doubt 
something captivating to the Board in the 
idea of impartiality as between the different 
kinds of schools and different classes of 
teachers. But if their impartiality works an 
equal injury to the more and the less useful 
branches of the service, it is foolish and 
wasteful. An equality of this kind may, in 
the long run, be a great inequality and in- 
justice to the public. 

The most important interests to be con. 
sidered in making a reduction are not the 
interests of the teachers but those of the 
scholars. The questions the Board ought to 
put iteelf are: (1) What class of scholars, if 
any, can afford to do without instruction at 
the public expense? and (2) What class of 
studies, if any, can be dispensed with? It 
1s evident tbat, on the theory that the 
schools ere essential to the preservation of 
free government,—the only theory which 
justifies their existence, the most important 
are those in which the primary branches are 
taught. These ere the conditions of all fu- 
ture education, of an average degree of pop- 
ular intelligence, and even of profitable em- 
ployment. The priviieges they afford can- 
not be denied or abridged without a denial 
or abridgment of the fradamental rights 
on which the whole school erstem is based 
The class of scholars in attendance upon 
these schools is more important than any 
other, because it is the largest ana pecanse 
it is the neediest. About nine-tenths om the 
scholars in attendanse in the primary schoo 
never go into the higher branches at all. 
When they have deen grounded in the rudi- 
ments they leave school forever

BLASIUS PISTORIUS. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 21.—The novel 
spectacle of a priest receiving a verdict of guilty 
of murder in the first degree was presented in 
Judge Mitchell’s court this afternoon. Blasius 
Pistorius, the prisoner, was ove of the most 
brilliant of that portion of the German priest- 
hood in active opposition to the early and severe 
policy of Bismarck. During the time when all 
Germany was brawling, and immediately after 
the attempted assassination of the great Ger- 
mau Chancellor, Pistorius received information 
that led him to believe that Bismarck proposed 
punishing him severely for his too active oppo- 
sition to his plans. The priest, just at that time, 
received a letter from America in which he was 
given to understand that, in the Western part 
of the United States, he could probably obtain 
the pastorate of a church. He sailed for this 
country, aud at ence paid a visit to his brother 
Jobn, who was a tenant on a farm in Montgom- 
ery County, near Norristown. Here, a few 
weeks after bis arrival, he killed Isaac 
Jacquette. The farms of Jobn Pistorius 
and Isaac Jacquette adjoined each other, Stony 
Creek being the disputed boundary-line, and 
there had long been a difficulty between the two 
farmers, owing to the frequent trespassing of 
Jacquetie’s cows upon the latter’s premises 
when the latter brought them to drink at the 
creek. On the 24th of July, when a bov brought 
the cows to be watered, Blasius Pistorius, who 
had heard the stories of the trespassing from 
his brother, standing upon the opposite bank 
with a pistol in his hand, pointed the weapon at 
the lad, as he says, to scare bim.

THE TRIPLE MURDER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tridurt. 
Want, W. Va., March 21.—Following are 
further particulars of the murder of the three 
persons on Long Drain Run, near this city: 
Mrs. George Wallace, alias Mrs. George Baker, 
was induced by John Wallace to go to 
John Waliace’s house, under the impres- 
sion that his wife was very sick. 
From the evidence, 
made improper advances towards her, to which 
she objected. To avoid his brutal intensions, 
and tosave nerself, she ran to the woods to 
make her cscape. Foot-prints show that she 
must have been rapidly pursued by John Wal- 
lace, as the foot-prints made in the ground cor- 
respond with the size and nails in the boots 
of John Wallace.

When he 
got out of work and went into the huckstering 
business he felt that he had descended in the 
social scale, and became more addicted to 
drink. Then this man Hunter began to visit 
him, and our troubles began. His entire na- 
ture seemed to undergo a complete change. 
He seemed to be entirely under the control of 
Hunter, and became more and more addicted to 
drink. I can safely say that Hunter has been 
his ruin. I noticed for some time past 
that the officers have becuSkeeping a watch 
over the house, but could not guess what it was 
for. I feel satisfied that, H H unter had ever got 
out of prison, my husband’s life would not have 


been worth much. 1 have been asked 
to secure counsel for my husband. 
How can 1 do that? 1 have no 


money. In fact, I am almost penniless, and 
really don’t know bow iam to get along. 
The whole thing is a terrible affair, aud 1 wish 
we were out of it.“ The poor woman is utterly 
penniless, and in great distress. 

It bas been wondered that Graham did not 
leave the city and escape from the fate that he 
evidently knew was awaiting him, but be was 
without funds, and was waiting for the $500 re- 
ward that Hunter told bim would not be paid 
for at least sixty days alter the 
death of Armstrong.

ANOTHER ST. LOUIS MURDER.

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 21.—Another murderer 
is numbered among the prisoners of the St.

Subsequently 
Russell took a walk with a friend to t gas- 
works, iu the southern part of the city, where 
he (Russell) has for some time been employed. 
Returning, be seated himself on some steps 


on the corner of Second and Almond 
streets. This was about 7 o’clock in 
the evening. Lynch, who had been 


lounging about the hotel since his difficulty 
with Russell, approached him as he came up, 
and Russell rose to receive him. Without say- 
ing a word Lynch — 4 Russell by the arms 
aud plunged the blade bot a large clasp-knife iu 
the left side of his abdomen.

A NEGRO MOB. 
Recently at Pensacola, Fla., a man named 
Simon Johnson ravished a little negro girl and 
caused her death. The colored community be- 
came frantic with excitement and determined to 
emulate the white race in their vengeance. The 
Pensacola Gazette says: 

We presume that there is not 4 person in Pensa- 
cola, of adult age, white or black, who would not 
rejoice to know that the beastly murderer of littie 
Louisa Dawson had gone to his account; that the 
living body which now pollutes the atmosphere we 
breathe was dangling a blackening corpse on a gal- 
lows as high as Haman’s. When her death was 
announced the heart of the public throbbed with a 
pulsation common to all. he colored people re- 
solved that the matter was one in which it was 
their business to act, the criminal and the victim 
being both of their race. In the forenoon of 
Wednesday they gathered to the number of about 
a thousand in front of the jail, and manifested a 
determined disposition to get possession of the 
prisoner and execute prompt vengeance. If they 
could have done so without collision with the au- 
thorities no one would have denounced tbeir ac- 
tions; perhaps all would have approved it; but 
the prisoner wasin charge of an officer of the law, 
and Sheriff Hutchinson was determined to vindi- 
cate its authority, and he proved equa! to the emer- 
gency. The crowd slowly and unwillingly dis- 
persed after being ordered to do so by Sheriff 
Hutchinson, urged todoso by Judge Avery and 
Mayor Jones, and eloquently exhorted to do so by 
the Rev. W. G. Butler, a colored preacher, who, at 
the request of the Sheriff, mounted a dray and ad- 
dressed the assem biage. 

Everything was quiet for the rest of the day, but 
everybody felt that the trouble was yet to come. 
Sheriff Hutchinsen prepared to meet the issue by 
summoning a posse to guard the jail, which was 
a — at a late hour of the night by a crowd 
of about 150 men. Theirspokesman, George Caro 
by name, démanded that tae prisoner be surren- 
dered. ‘This was refused, and, the crowd beginning 
to clamor tnat they would have him anyhow, Sheriff 
Hutchinson and his assistants immediately arrested 
Caro and several others and sent them into the jsil. 
The Sheriff then ordered the crowd to leave, and 
they left without further demonstrations than mat- 
terings low and deep. 

About an hour later the steady tramp of an or- 
nized and numerous body of men was heard on

When the head of the column had 
approached within about twenty-five yards 
of the jail it was challenged b the 
Sheriff. The response wasa demand for the de- 
livery of the prisoner, and the refusal was followed 
by a shot from the crowd, apparently aimed at the 
Sheriff, who at once returned the fire from one 
barrel of his gun. the others failing to discharge. 
A rapid’fusilade at once ensued, the Sheriff's 
ese falling back into the jail yard before the 
urious charge of the multitude of assailants. 
These tore open the gate and were met with a hot 
fire which drove them back, but they continued to 
fire through the gate. Meanwhile the mob broke 
away boards from the fence at a distance from the 
gate and * push in through the breach, to 
which the Sudriff rushed with some of his men, 
most of whom had already exhausted their ammu- 
nition. Hutchinson clubbed his gun and stood in 
the breach, and broke the stock off over the heads 
of the invaders. The defenders were now exposed 
to a vertical fire from the gallery and windows of the 
two-story building which overlooks the jail yard, be- 
ing but about ten feet from it. The house is tenant- 
ed by negro prostitutes. This fire slightly wounded 
Deputy Speigner, the ball grazing his stomach, 
passing down the leg inside the pants, and being 
found in his sock. The force thus boiding the 
yard aguinst the furious multitude, and divided 
between the breach and the gate, did not number 
more than a dozen men, and their last shot had 
been fired when the assailants, dismayed by their 
losses and discouraged by the desperate resistance 
withdrew in haste, as if panic stricken, bearing off 
their wounded, some of „nom are dangeroasly in- 
jured,—among them Eli Manac, shot through 
richt arm and into the breast, and Will Curry in 
left breast. Richard Dillenay ran about sevénty- 
five yards after being snot, and fell and died in 
front of Lawyer Campbell's office door in the Pin- 
ney Building. At the time of this writing it is 
rumored that more than one of the wounded have 


It seems miraculous that the only other casualty 
beside the slight wound of Deputy Speigner that 
befell the defenders was that of Deputy De Mar- 
quis, the skin of whose forenead was razed from 
eye to eve by abuilet. Both were narrow escapes. 
As soon as the brief but furious battle ended, and 
Sheriff Hutchinson (who acted with great courage, 
judgment, and coolness throughout. we are told) 
found that there was not 4 round of ammunition 
jeft for the pistols of his brave little army, he dis- 
patched a messenger to request the Escambia 
Rifles to reinforce bim,—a by the way, there 
were anumber of the members of that company, 
of which he is a Lieutenant, in his posse. Cor- 
poral 8. R. Mallory hastily collected a squad of 
the privates resident in his neighborhood and 
marcaed to the jail, but there was happily no oc- 
casion for their services. There was no further 
attack. A most lamentable and tragicai event had 
ended its record; and while the law-abiding must 
feel that it is well that its power has been vindi- 
catea, vet it is sad to think that those have suf - 
fered whose offense was yielding to a natural im- 
pulse to y punish an incarnate fiend who 
still lives.

DR. FELIX ADLER. 

CuicaGco, March A.— To the Sinai Literary 
Association: Having just read your proceedings 
of last night, as published in this morning’s 
issue of Tue CRHICAGO TRIBUNE, in regard to an 
intended lecture of Dr. Felix Adler, of New 
York, I feel bound to correct several mistakes 


made in the discussion concerning myself. 

First—In sending my communication to you, 
I did not address you as an individual member 
of your Society, but as your teacher and spirit- 
ual guide, or, 
member, and I need not say to you that by a 
single word of mine the precincts of my temple 
can be shut to your meetings in spite ot your 
Ged-fearing attorney. 

Second—Before writing my protest against the 
contemplated lecture of Dr. Felix Adler in my 
temple, I was informed by your adviser, Mr. 
Julius Rosenthal, that Dr. F. Adler was simply 
expected to pass through our city on his way to 
Milwaukee, where he had been invited to lect- 
ure. Of an intention to invite him to lecture 
in Standard Hall here, Mr. Rosenthal was too 
cautious to say a word to me, nor did the mem- 
bersof your Association seem to have been 
aware of it before last night's consultation on 
the subject. 
ird—I emphatically protest agaiast the in- 
sinuation made at the meeting last night, that 
my friends and colleagues, Drs. Felsenthai and 
L. Adler, of this city, approve the teachings of 
Felix Adler. No Rabbi in, or outside, of Ameri- 
ca dares consider himself a Jewish minister 
while approving the ideas and expressions with 
which the Standard Hall lecturer in New York 
most irreverently and insultingly assailed the 
Jewish religiob, and which are now, ju a milder 
form, set forth in his work Creed and Deed.” 
There is, without reserve, the belicf in God and 
immortality discarded, ande“ the Eagle of Lib- 
erty’ (suggesting, no doubt, Prof. Felix Adler 
himself) proclaimed as the moral governor of 
human‘society in place of the great King of 


the world. 

Certainly, the young Professor and his any- 
thing but original book,concocted from the works 
of Lubbock Tyler and Otto Caspari, who was Wise- 
ly left unmentioned, and from works of the Kue- 
nen school, with several really original blunders 
interspersed, would hardly have created such a 
sensation in Jewish circles were he not the son 
of the venerable Dr. S. Adler, and the pupil of 
the late Dr. Geiger, misleading 7 and by 
fine oratory, many an advocate of Jewish reform. 
I myself have been frequently interrogated by 
Christian and Jewish friends of mine, whetber 
my own radical views, already expressed before 
Kuenen in a work of mine quoted bythe famous 
Dutch scholar, about the origin of the Jewish 
religion and the composition of tne Bible, 
would not lead me into the same path of unbe- 
lief. My answer simply is: I, with all theistic 
thinkers of the age, hold the history of human 
culture and progress in religion, morals, art, 
and science, to be the revelation of the divine in 
man, above whom, in sublime heights, God will 
ever stand as His holy ideal of perfection and 
source of inspiration, Felix Adler, with all m- 
fidels, on the contrary, declares this divine ideal 
of perfection and fountain-bead of inspiration 
to be a mere dream. The sum and acme of 
moral perfection is utilitarian morality and 
socialistic equality, or consists, as the author of 
Creed and Deed ” — — his New 
Ideal, in greater simolicity in manners, great- 
er purity in the passions, and greater charity.” 
This is his summum bonum, or highest good- 
ness! 

Whether this doctrine is broader, more sound, 
and liberal than mine, I leave to others to de- 
cide. That they are anything but beneficial to 
Jewish (or Christian) young men, no man of re- 
ligious principles can deny. Regretting that my 
weekly lectures before your Association have 
not fallen on a more fertile soil, I remain yours,

INTEREST LAWS. 

The passage of a law in New Jersey reducing 
the rate of interest to 6 per cent, and allowing no 
contracts at a higher rate, makes eight States 
which have adopted so low a rate without allowing 
the parties to settle upon a higher rate. In six 
States the legal rate ie 6 per cent, with no restric- 
tion upon a contract rate, and in nine other States 
where the legal rate is 6 per cent the contract rate 
1s limited to 8 or 10 per cent. There are in all 
fifteen States which do not limit the contract rate, 
and fix no penalty for usury. 

TURKISH CURRENCY. 

The amount of Turkish paper money afloat is 
said by the bankers of Constantinople not to be 
excessive. Fifteen years ago it was $50, 000, 000; 
itis now $60,000,000. This amounts to $3 for 
each inhabitant, while in Russia the proportion is 
$8, in Austria $9, and in Italy $11. The Turkish 
paper money is nota fulllegai-tender. The Turk- 
wh bankers have ies a mem in which they 
proposed to make gold the sole standard, and use 
the present paper money as a fractional currency.

again yesterday at 2 o'clock b. m. in Mr. Smith's 

rivate office, Appraiser-General Meredith presid - 
— The Committee held a secret session, and 
continued the work commenced Wednesday, tak- 
ing up some of the questions under advisement the 
day before. The witnesses who appeared before 
the Committee yesterday were B. F. Ray, 
of the firm of John V. Farwell & Co.; 
. S. Steel, of the firm of Steel & Price, manu- 
facturers of baking-powder; T. W. Anderson. 
from the firm of J. W. Doane & Co., importers of 
fruits and spices; J. K. Harmon, from the firm of 
John V. Farwell & Co.; G. Stettaner, of the firm 
of Stettauer Brothers; J. 8. Carter, from the firm 
of Chapin & Gore; A. C. Bartlett, from the hard- 
ware firm of Hibbard & Spencer; ana Phil Wads- 
worth, sole importer of the Portland cement in 
this city, and at the head of the United States 
Bonded Warehouse. 
Mr. B. F. Ray was interrogated in regard to 
what he knew concerning the discrimination of the 
Custom- House officials in New York in favor of the 
Gotbam importers, in under valuations, damages, 
etc. He ke particularly of the article of un- 
sized burlaps, for which he said the New York.im- 
porters were cha 30 per cent, while the Chi- 
cago importers were charged 35 percent. C. 8. 
Steel related what he knew about the importation 
of argols, or cream tartar in the rough. J. 
8. Carter could not tell much about the liquor im- 

rtation as regarded the New York Custom- 

ouse, as he said Chapin & Gore imported the 
most of their goods direct from Montreal. Philip 
Wadeworth informed the Committee that. work 
and contrive all he might, he could get his Portland 
cement but very little, if any, cheaper in London, 
where it was manufactured, than he could get it in 
New Tork. It was evident, from the 
testimony of all the witnesses, —a 
large rtion of which the reporter 
omits publishing for various reasons, —that a great 
amount of crookedness is about to be exposed re- 
lating to the New York Custom- House officials.

ON THE WAR-PATH. 
A SCOUT’S REPORT TO GEN. SHERIDAN. 

Lieut. -Gen. PF. H. Sheridan received yesterday 
from Capt. Constance Williams, at Fort Belknap, 
on the Milk River, a report from a scout. dated 
Feb. 23, which gave a somewhat startling account 
of affairs relating to the hostile Sioux. ? 

According to this report, the scout stated that a 
large hunting party were found encamped on the 
Upper Beaver Creek, below Dry Fork. Only men 
were in this encampment, the women and children 
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them, and they thought that 

was nearly correct. The Tetons 
average nearer three men to the | than two, 
which would give about 5.500 or 6,000 fighting 
men. The Cheyennes were more crowded, and it 
was estimated they had between 5,000 and 
€,000 warriors. 

The Indians told the scouts that. as long as no 
one hunts us, we will hunt nobody, but if any one 
comes across our pathſhe will get it just the same. 
The scouts say that this means that if they meet 
any of our soldiers in that country they will fight 
them, if strong enough. The scoutsjstate that the 
Indians now have a great many camps, extending 
from Frenchman's Creek to the Wood Mountain; 
wherever there is wood to be found they have a 
camp. 

The Indians are reported to be more liberally 
supplied with ammunition than any Indians the 
scouts ever saw; most of them wear two or three 
belte full of cartridges, and many of them have 
bracelets on their made like the belts, and 
filled with cartridges. They told the scouts that 
they got all the ammunition they wanted from 
traders, who.came into their camps from Cypress 
Hills and Wood Mountain. 

As tothe Nez Perces, the scouts met none of 
them, but some days ago a half-breed, while hunt- 
ing, came across a Nez Perce on the prairie who 
had two cartridge-belts upon his person, both filled 
with ammunition. This Nez Perce Inaian told 
the half-breed that his people were encamped on 
Cottonwood Conlee (water-hole), had plenty of 
ammunition, and were ready to fight the soldiers 
whenever they chose to come. 

The Grosventres were encamped on the Milk 
River bottom, and they said there were traces of 
= parties all around their camps, and they were 
alraid to stay where they were. One of their 
Chiefs discovered two war parties, about fifty war- 
riors in each, going west. n the night of the 19th 
of February these war parties stole from tne Gros- 
ventres twelve horses, aud from the Assiniboine 
Indians eleven. 


INVESTIGATION. 
INSANE ASYLUM AND POOR-HOUSE. 

The Special Committee appointed to investigate 
charges preferred against the management of the 
Insane Asylum and Poor-House, especially as 
affecting the morals of Warden Peters, held a 
meeting yesterday morning. At a prior meeting 
very little was adduced of any moment, ond 
ves terday's work added another chapter to the 
seeming farce. 

Mrs. Josie Burns, residing at No. 178 South 
Green street, was the first witness. She said she 
had deen at the Poor-House, and had worked in 
Warden Peters’ family. Peters had twice insulted 
her by laying bands on her person, —the first time 
last epring, and the second time last fall. He was 
beastly drunk the last time. She had seen him 
drunk repeatedly, but he never offered her any 
money, or clothes, or anything else. He had called 
on her to make an affidavit exculpating him in the 
matter, and she had madean affidavit which she 
understood was substantially that Peters had never 
given her any money or used indecent language to 
her. The affidavit was read to her, and she said in 
reference to it that it was far different from what 
she supposed it was at the time of signingit. The 
daughters of Peters called on her just before she 
made the affidavit. She had often heard one of 
them, Ella, say that her pay was poor, and she 
proposed to get even with the county by making 
up clothing for herself out of the goods sent out 
there. 

Mrs. Anna Lynch testified that she resided at the 
County Hospital, but had formerly lived at the In- 
sane Asylum, and was discharged by Dr. Spray be- 
cause she was supposed to be one of those who 
were inclined to make trouble out of the Father 
Thieian affair. Witness had always thought a 

reat deal of Mrs. Harris, a patient at the Poor- 

louse, and for this reason Peters did not like ber. 

She had seen Mrs. Harris cruelly treated, and had 
heard one of Peters’ daughters denounce her as a 
— —, and knew that she had not been properly 
attended to, and that it had almost been impgssi- 
ble for her to get food or medical care. The wit- 
ness then repeated what Mrs. Burns had 
told her of Peters“ treatment of her 
substantial! as Mrs. had already 
testified. She had seen the doctors conniving to- 
gether and refuse to get up at night to answer 
calls, and knew of Mr. Peters — calico, the 
property of the county, and having it made into 
quilts tor his own use. His daughters were very 
busy at this work in the fall, when it was thought 
a change of management was to take place. 

Mise Josie Lynch, another discharged employe, 
testified that she had never seen Peters drunk, ete. 

Commissioner Bradley then offered in evidence 
an affidavit ~ Thomas Barrett, who, Warden 
Peters had testified, had had improper intercourse 
or suspicious associations with Miss Grant. The 
affidavit denounced the story in toto, and spoke in 
the highest terms of the character of Miss Grant. 

Commissianer Bradley said he had not been able 
to get two other witnesses, who were out of the 
city, and moved that the Committee adjourn. In 
connection with the motion, he stated that he had 
heard that a woman had died at the Hospital a few 
days ago who had but recently been confined at the 
Poor-House, and who had been driven from there 
a week later, and had died from the harsh treat 
ment. He wanted time to look up the evidence in 
the case and examine the records, etc. 

Some discussion followed as to the propriety of 
going into any new matter in connection with the 
investigation, and finally it was agreed to look into 
all that might be brought to their attention. 

The Committee then adjourned until Tuesday 
morning. 

After adjournment a Tm reporter met Dr. 
Spray, of the Insane Asylum, and questioned him 
in reference to the charge preferred by Commis- 
sioner Bradley regarding the woman who had died 
inthe Hospital. He said in explanation thata 
woman named Josie Gray had been confined at the 
Poor-House some weeks ago, and had been re- 
moved to the Hospital and died. The Doctor says 
that it is a rule he has established governing the 
lying-in ward not to allow any patient to be remov- 
ed inside of two weeks from the time of confine- 
ment, and thatin this case application was made 
for the patient’s removal, which he denied, — 
without his knowledge she was removed to the city 
the nextday. He says he cannot be blamed in the 
matter, for the reason that he has no control over 
the nurses or employes of the Poor-House, who 
violate his orders with impunity. 
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The Collector of Lemont paid $640 into the 
County Treasury yesterday, and also gave up his 
books. 

The County Attorney is putting in his few spare 
moments on an opinion as to the power of the 
Board to reduce the price allowed the Sheriff for 
dieting prisoners.
